mittee on Judiciary ana the Senate Commit- 
tee on Municipalities. Inimediately some 
of the gentlemen from Chicago who 
figured on the Di ‘committes showed 
great zeal in getting all the Chicago members 
possible away from thé consideration of the 
drainage amendments to listen to the speeches 
of Messrs, Jewett, Ewing, Burnham, and oth- 


ers in support of the Illinois Central’s scheme. 


This caused no littl comment, and the 
question was asked by more. than one Cook 
County man, .Was thé Drainage Committee 
appointed as a covér for a Lake-Front bill 


lobby? Sherwood Dixon'of Lee, who presid- | 


ed while the Lake-Front bill was being dis- 
cussed, managed to keep a little better order 
than Mr. O’Laughlin of La Salle did daring the 
discussion of the drainage amendments, but it 
was noticeable that the Chicago members 
who were in the House, with a few exceptions, 
paid no attention to the speeches in favor 
of the so-called compromise. Some of the 
rural members were more respectful, but 
there were not many of them. They put some 
questions, too, which indicated that they re- 
garded the advocates of the measure as being 
too friendly towards the railway company. 
All the protestations of zeal in behalf of the 
public by the advocates were received with in- 
credulous smiles. ? 
Had an Interest in the Bill. 

Mr. Jewett acknowledged he was the attor- 
ney of the Illinois Central. Gen. Edsall ap- 
peared as the advocate of Warren F. Leland 
and the Lake-Front propertyowners. The 
other gentlemen from Chicago in 
attendance have all a special inter- 
est in the bill. The carrying out of 
the scheme proposed would benefit their in- 
dividual interests immensely. Representa- 
tives McInerney, Miller, Chott, and others 
who discussed the matter while the speeches 
of the railroad lawyers were being delivered 


freely commented on this: 


Those gentlemen,” said one of the mem- 
bers referred to, seem to think the people 
of Chicago as a whole have no interest in this 
matter—that it only concerns them and the 
railroad company. All the talk about the pub- 
lic good is mere cant and humbug. Why isthe

Before adjournmentthe House committees 
were presented with amendments to the bill 
which Telford Burnham said had been agreed 
upon between the Illinois. Central railroad 
and the gentlemen representing the interests

The first of these amendments reduces the 
easterly boundary grant of submerged land to 
the railroad trom one mile out to 2,600 feet, or 
only a short distance east of its present 
docks. The second amendment fixes an east- 
ern limit in the matter of the consent of the 
State and city to the construction of wharves, 
piers, and slips by the railroad company. 

The third amendment gives to the city the 
right to construct and maintain across the 
company’s new tracks and right of way 
bridges and viaducts at such places as the city 
may deem necessary for the public con- 
venience. 

The sixth amendment makes the written 
consent of owners of lots fronting on Michi- 
gan avenue opposite any building proposed to 
be erected in the park necessary before the 
same can be erected. 

The seventh and eighth amendments make 
important corrections as to the conditions of 
reénter. 

The ninth amendment provides for the sur- 
render by the company of ite right of way 
when it has filled enough of its new land to 
furnish adequate facilities for the convenient 
operation of its railroad instead of waiting 
until it has made its entire fill. 

Another amendment provides that one of 
the uses to which the new land east of the 
company’s new tracks may be put by the city 
is for wharves and landing places to be 
owned and used by the city for the accommo- 
a of commerce and navigation upon the 

ake, 

Another amendment extends the widening 
of Michigan avenue to 120 feet from Randolph 
street to Park row instead ot only to Adams 
street. 

Another amendment improves the forfeiting 
clause, and another, an important one, makes 
the entire agreement conditional upon the req- 
uisite consent or authority being obtained 
from the United States to fill m and occupy 
such portions of the lake contemplated to be 
reclaimed which the city is to have, and not 
merely as it stood before the amendment, 
those which the railroad used to have.

. Palmer’s Veto of the Measure—The Ex- 
ecutive Held the Legislature Had No 
Right to Dispose of the Property at 
Less than Its Market Value,

The bill also offered to confirm the right of

State Rights Waived. 

The bill also offered to convey to the IIli- 
nois Central all the right and title of the State 
‘in and to the submerged lands constituting 
the bed of Lake Michigan and lying east of 
the company’s tracks and ‘breakwater for the 
distance of one mile, and between the south 
line of the South Pier m Chicago harbor ex- 
tended eastwardly and a line extended east- 
wardly from the south line of Lot A, south of 
and near the Illinois Central roundhouse 
and machine shops im (fee forever, 
upon condition that the fee of the property 
thus granted shall be held by the company in 
perpetuity and that the gross receipts from 
the use, profits, or leases of the lands or im- 
provements erected on them shall form a 
part of the gross income of the Illinois Cen- 
tral railroad company upon which 
the company shall always pay into the 


| State Treasury the percentum provided in 


its charter. There were inserted. in the bill 
provisions that the harbor of Chicago should 
be in no wise obstructed or the public right of 
navigation impeded, nor should the Illinois 
Central be iu any way exempted from any act 
of the General Assembly to be passed in the 
future regulating rates of wharfage and dock- 
age. The tract offered the Illinois Central 
extended along the shore for 9,580 feet, and 
contained a superficial area of 1,050 acres ap- 
proximately. The bill also conveyed all the 
title of the State to the lands submerged or 
otherwise lying north of the south line of 
Monroe street and south of the south line of 


Randolph street, and between the east line 


of Michigan avenue and the tracks of 
the Illinois Central (constittiting parts of 


nois Central, the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy, and the Michigan Central railroads, 
their successors and assigns, for the erection 
of a passenger depot and such other 

as the business of the companies might require. 
The Illinois Central was required to pay its 


on Michigan avenue of 1,332 feet, 
back to the roadway of the Illinois Central 
310 feet. . 

_ Gov. Palmer Vetoed the Bill. 

Gov. Palmer returned the bill without his 
signature, accompanying his veto with a 
lengthy message. The principal grounds 
were that in any alienation of the property by 
the State the full aud fair market value 
should be required to be paid; that no 
“rights”? of the Illinois Central rail- 
road company ought to be confirmed 
until fully defined and understood; that no 
grant of the subfmerged lands should be made 
unless it was provided that the work of im- 
provement should be begun within a reason- 
able time and prosecuted in good faith; that 
the State ought to be entitled to receive 7 per 
cent of the gross receipts from the property 
granted, and that the property should be in 
all respects subject to taxation. 

The bill offered to the grantees of esch of 
the parcels of land described a fee-simple title 
and by implication asserted for the State a 
capacity to confer upon each of its proposed 
grantees the absolute ownership of the prop- 
erty. . 

The message dwelt at considerable length 
on the title to the different tracts of land, their 
dedication to public uses as part of Michigan 
avenue, the early plats and maps showing no 
eastern limit to the street. The State having 
dedicated the property to public uses. could 
not upon well-established principles again as- 
sert a mere proprietary title to the property 
dedicated, but it might in the exercise of its 
proper powers make such disposition of it, 
either by partition, appropriation, or sale as 
might more effectually advance the purposes 
for which it was dedicated. a 

A State Trust. 

Regarding the property lying between 
south line of Monrve street and the south line 
of Randolph street, which was public grounds, 
the State was bound in the administzation of 
it as a trust to use the utmost prudence and 
good faith, hence it must not dispose of the 
property for less than its market value. The 
piece of property which the bill conveyed to 
the Illinois Central the Michigan Central and 
the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy railroads 
for $800,000, as the Governor was informed, 
had a market value then of $2,600,000, As to 
the rights of the Illinois Central, which the 
bill was to confirm, to lands submerged or 
otherwise lying 400 feet east of the wegt line 
of Michigan avenue in fractional Secs.

the express were seriously injured. None of 

the passengers were dangerously hurt. 

The scene of the accident was at a sharp 
curve where the . running at the rate 
of forty milee found the freight on 
the main track taking water. Engineer Cur- 
tis applied the airbrakes, reversed his en- 
gine, and did everything possible to avoid 
the collision, but the speed of the 
train was so great that it was impos- 
sible to prevent the accident.

These are the chief points which the mem- 

bers of the Chicago delegation will press on 
the minds of the members of the Legislature.

They will tell the members of 
the Legislature, also, that Chicago is so sin- 
cere in its desire to cut this channel that even 
if this General Assembly does not make the 
desired amendments the ‘trustees will pro- 
ceed with that part of the-work between here 
and Willow Springs—which can be done with 
dredges—in the ‘hope that the Legislature 
which will meet two years hence will make 
the necessary alterations in the rock-cut part 
of the law, and wait patiently for the removal 
of these malicious and impracticable clauses 
inserted by enemies for the express purpose of 
rendering the great work impossible.

“GO AT ONCE.” 

The official ax has fallen in this city, and at 
the first blow the claws of the tiger are cut off. 
The initial order given by Mayor Washburne 
was that gambling must be stopped, utterly 
and completely,“ and was accompanied by an 
intimation that any officer who fails to find 
a game that a newspaper man has located will 
be stripped of his star. Within an hour from 
the issuance of the order the police had found 
and visited no less than sixteen places where 
gambling games are systematically played, and 
the proprietors were warned that unless they 
closed up at once their places would be pulled. 
The hint was promptly taken, and arrange- 
ments were made for later visits by the police 
to see that the gamblers were not again 
“‘ catching suckers.” 

The gamblers are said to be especially 
chagrined that the new Mayor has instituted a 
competitive comparison between the police 
and the reporters. It is a happy thought. For 
years the police have been ordered every now 
and then to see to it that no gambling was 
permitted, and time and again they have given 
the assurance that no gambling was going on 
that they were aware of. The statement would 
be followed by a report in some one of the city 
papers that at such and such places games 
were nightly in progress, and the accuracy of 
the allegation was never denied. Often have 
reporters for Tun Trrsunz and other papers 
found out easily ehough places where the 
tiger was in full’ action, his claws drawing 
blood from his victims at every movement of 
the hand of the dealer. But the police could 
not discover these things. Either their supe- 
riors issued orders which were well known to 
be of the make believe sort, or the officers 
were in collusion with the gamblers, or they 
were too inefficient to be able to see what a 
reporter of average smartness could discover 
any night in the year with one eye closed. 
All this now belongs to the past. The superior 
officers mean what they say in uttermg the 
words the gamblers must go, and the police 
officer will have to go too if he fails, either 
through guilty knowledge or ignorance, to 
carry out that order within the area assigned 
to him for action. 

Mayor Washburne deserves the thanks of 
every right-minded man and woman in the 
community for having issued that order, and 
all the more that he issued it so quickly after 
taking hold of the reins of City Government. 
His trumpet is not one of the kind alluded to 
by the prophet as giving forth an uncertain 
sound. To the gambling fraternity who have 
so long cursed the city with their presence it 
has given the command to march,“ and that 
in double quick time. No one need doubt 
that it will, without unnecessary delay, give 
other orders for the purifying of the city from 
bad elements which have been allowed to ac- 
cumulate here as so much moral garbage and 
fester under the neglect if not actual approval 
of a Municipal Government inefficient in all 
things and in some corrupt. 


MEANS CARES ONLY FOR A GRAND SHIP 
CANAL. 

Meaus of Peru is on hand as usual to op- 
pose any amendment of the Chicago Sanitary 
Drainage law, while the act itself declares that 
it may be changed, modified, or amended. 
Means dogmatically lays down his position of 
hostility, and of those acting with him, as fol- 
lows: 


Our position in this matter is simply this: 
We are opposed to any amendment which 
means the abandonment of the grand water- 
way scheme. connecting the great lakes and 
the Mississippi River and the substitution there- 
for of a mere drainage ditch for the accommoda- 
tion of Chicago and the ruination of the valley 


This is a senseless statement, for it is per- 
fect nonsense to say that a fivefold dilution of 
the sewage of Chicago would be “the ruina- 
tion of the valley towns.“ How in the name 
of common sense has Mr. Means got such a 
manifestly absurd idea into his mind that an 
increased dilution of Chicago sewage would 
harm valley towns? He has, parrot-fashion, 
repeated this phrase perhaps a million times 
in the last four years, but has never explained 
how such a thing as “ruin” could possibly 
overtake the valley towns as the result of send- 
ing down 250,000 or 300,000 cubic feet of lake 
water a minute instead of 40,000 as at pres- 
ent. Means’ notion is that a strea:n flowing 
out of the lake thro’ the Chicago River and 
the proposed drainage channel over s quarter 
of a million cubic feet a minute would be a 
mere insignificant arainage ditch”’ ; and, more 
than that, “wend be the ruination of the val- 
ley towns.” But if the stream were 
inereased to 600,000 or 750,000 cubic feet, so as 
to create “‘a grand waterway system, it would 
be the making of them. The matter of sew- 
age dilution cuts no figure in his mind, as he 
and those with whom he acts think of nothing 
but deep-water navigation at Chicago's ex- 
pense. Means will not accept a dilution that 
will completely abolish the aileged nuisance 
created by want of adequate admixture of 
lake water with the sewage. He does not 
seem to care anything about that, perhaps 
because there is very little offense from the

THAT UNJUST LAKE-FRONT ORDINANCE. 


A delegation has gone from this city to 
Springfield to ask the Legislature to ratify the 
proposed agreement between Chicago and the 
Illinois Central by which the latter will add 
$800,000 or more to its yearly income while 
the former will be given some property out of 
which its citizens will not get as much good as 
they have been getting out of that which it is 
proposed to give away. The four Michigan 
avenue blocks which the railroad says it must 
have for a depot—but which if does not need, 
for it would be better for it to extend Central 
avenue to the south and build its depot on the 
east side of it—have been more used by Chi- 
cagoatis than the strips of parks will be which 
the road offers to fill in for the city. 

The members of the Legislature should un- 


derstand that those who compose this delega- 


tion do not represent the people of Chicago 
and are not authorized to speak for them. 
They represent themselves alone, and they are 
urging the adoption of a plan which will con- 
fer so many benefits on them individually 
that they quite lose sight of the interests of 
others. They take it for granted that since 
this scheme will help them it will be a good 
thing for everyone else. And from one point 
of view the members of this delegation are 
perhaps excusable for what they are doing. 
The nearness of the railroad tracks to their 
homes is an annoyance they would be glad to 
get rid of. Their removal farther to the east 
and the substitution for them of a boulevard 
would minister to their personal comfort and 
increase the value of their property. Could 
these. estimable gentlemen make a private 
bargain with the road by which they could 


secure for themselves these good things. 


everybody would be pleased. Could they 
get them at some reasonable cost to the city 
nobody would object. But they should not 
ask the mass of the citizens who have not 
their wealth to surrender some of their few 
enjoyments to make these wealthy men 
wealthier and happier. This delegation may 
not bein the habit of attending the Exposi- 
tion, popular concerts, live-stock shows, citrus 
exhibits, mass-meetings, and other public 
demonstrations which are held on the blocks 
they propose to give for nothing to a railroad 
which does not need them and which can use 
for depot grounds a part of the fifty-five acres 
of submerged lands it is proposed to give it. 
But the citizens generally are in the habit of 
attending the above-named expositions and 
getting much enjoyment out of them. And 
they do not care to be cut off from such pleas- 
ures simply to benefit a few men. 

The Legisiature of 1869 became infamous 
forever by the passage of the Lake-Front 
grab. Is the present General Assembly 
anxious to win for itself an equally disgrace- 
ful reputation? If not it will table this Lake- 
Front plan in its present form as soon as it 
comes up.

STILL TRYING TO TAX PROPERTY TWICE. 

The Committee on Revenue of the Illinois 
House of Representatives has prepared a bill 
which provides that every person or corpora- 
tion having notes, mortgages, or other evi- 
dences of ‘indebtedness shall list them yearly 
with the Assessor, and that he shall put a 
stamp on them as evidence that they have 
been presented to him. It is provided further 
that the absence of such stamp shall be a bar 
to a suit to collect the interest on any obliga- 
tion. 

The effect of such a law if it could be car- 
ried out would be to tax doubly over a hundred 
million dollars’ worth of property. The object 
is to get more money for the taxeaters, who 
do not. care how barbarous or unjust their 
methods of raising the cash may be so they 
can get it, They are willing to adopt ways of 
taxation whieh would be considered uncivil- 
ized in Turkey or Persia if they will put 
money in their pockets. 

But even if the taxeaters were to put this 
bill through, while it would do great mischief 
and injure the State seriously, it would add 
nothing to the revenues. It will be admitted 
by all that it could not do so at first, because 
the penal provisions of the bill could not be 
made to apply to existing pecuniary contracts. 


When the debtor gave his note or mortgage. 


the law provided how the creditor should get 
principal or interest if there was a failure to 
pay. The creditor cannot be forced to com- 
ply with new conditions before he sues on the 
note or forecloses the mortgage. The law 
ean apply at the most only to new indebted- 
nesg. 

As regards that it will be ineffectual for two 
reasons. One is that the common sense of 
men will revolt against such alaw. They will 
see clearly enough that when a man has bor- 
rowed athousand dollars, bought a farm with 
it, and given a mortgage, it is the bor- 
rower who has the money and is using it, and 
that all the lender has is the right to demand 
the payment of a thousand doliars at the close 
of a certain number of years. To tax both 
borrower and lender is to tax the same piece 
of property twice and the same man twice, for 
the lender always throws off the double 
tax on the borrower, because he has 
the money. Men see now that mere 
exchanges of property and the giving of 
promissory notes do not create taxable wealth, 
and that taxation should be limited to tangible 
things. The law would not be enforced. An 
effort would be made to do so at first but it 
would be abandoned soon as impracticable. 

In the next place, the capital loaned in IIli- 
nois is divided into two classes—that belong- 
ing to citizens of this State and that sent here 
by citizens of other States for investment. 
The notes and mortgages held by residents of 
New England, New York, or Ohio are not 
taxable here. If listed anywhere it must be 
where the owner is domiciled. An Illinois 
Assessor has no power to bring these incum- 
brances or their owners within his jurisdic- 
tion, and their collection cannot be defeated 
because they have not his stamp on them. As 
to Illinois loaners of money, they would get 


around this double-tax law by making: 


non-residents the ostensible holders .of 
the Illinois securities into which they 
had put their money. A Chicago cap- 
italist could put his money in ‘the 
hands of a Milwaukee or New York or Boston 
loan agency which had a branch here and it 
would aet as trustee for him. He would not 
appear in the transaction. If it becaine nec- 
eln 


It is to be hoped that he will comply with # 
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there, in which case Illinois would lose a cer- 
tain amount of its capital. But whatever hap- 
pened, there would be. no more revenue col- 
lected from! promises than there is now. 

If more revenue is needed the way to get it 
is not by double taxation, which is fruitless 
and harmful, but by a just assessment. Take 
the case of this county, where it is claimed the 
assessment is too low. It is admitted gener- 
ally that the assessed value of residence prop- 
erty bears a fair and equal proportion to its real 
value. That of great business and office blocks, 
elevators, wholesale storehouses, etc., does not. 
There is also a great deal of unimproved 
land which is held at high prices which 
does not bear its due share ot public burdens. 
It is assessed at only a tenth or fifteenth of 
what it will sell for, while residence property 
is asesssed at a fourth or fifth. This is a great 
injustice which would not be cured but inten- 
sified if the assessment were inflated by 
doubling or trebling the amount at which each 
piece of property is listed. 

An honest equalization of the real-estate 
assessments would increase the revenues but 
it would bedone within thelimits of equity and 
fair dealing. The law provides for such an 
equalization by the Town Board. It permits 
any citizen who sees that any property is put 
down at too low a figure to make his com- 
plaint and have the error rectified. This is 
the legitimate way to get more money, and 
they are foolish who neglect and turn from it 
and spend their time in concocting impractioa- 
ble, injurious doubie-taxation schemes. 


KEEP THE STREETS CLEAN. 

The necessity of somethmg more than un- 
enforced ordinances for keepmg clean the 
streets ofa big city has been recognized by 
some of the ladies of New York and Brooklyn. 
They have associated for the purpose of call- 
ing public attention to the desirability of 
keeping the thoroughfares clean and to the 
necessity for codperation by householders. 
They hold that no amount of public expendi- 
ture will avail, and no ordinances be suffi- 
ciently stringent so long asthe average resi- 
dent regards it as his or her privilege to 
sweep into the streets and empty into the alleys 
all sorts of dirt, rubbish, and garbage, to be 
blown about by the winds or removed by the 
authorities, as the case may be, 

These ladies are in the right. The streets 
and alleys cannot be kept even reasonably 
clean without hearty co6peration by the citi- 
zens. The most efficient adm ip istration in 
the world is powerless otherwise, unless it has 
the despotic power to arrest and bring to sum- 
mary punishment offenders against the rules. 
This power is conferred upon the authorities 
in some of the cities of Europe, and they suc- 
ceed to a marvel, but it is open to question if 
it would be wise to attempt auch control here 
or if it would long be submitted to if tried. 
But some pressure must be brought to bear to 
change the current of public opinion and 
usage on the subject. It is the cumulative ac- 
tion of individual citizens that causes most of 
the nuisance. If the streets contained no other 
filth than that caused by ordinary travel along 
the thoroughfares it would be comparatively 
easy todeal with. The great mass of objec- 
tionable stuff comes from the buildings, their 
sweepings and o refuse going inte the 
streets and alleys every morning. The thor- 
oughfares are made receptacles for ashes, 
paper, boxes, cans, chips, shavings, kitchgn 
garbage, and slops. Some of it is blown 
about by the wind, causing annoyance to eyes 
and ears, the rest festers and stinks, becoming 
a menace to the health of the people. In Chi- 
cago we have an ordinance furbidding the 
dumping of paper, but it is not enforced, and 
the quantity of other material is so great that 
the scavengers seem unable to remove half of 
it. Some sechons of the city are totally 
neglected by them, and the smaller area at- 
tended to is not kept as clean as it should be. 
It should be urged persistently upon house- 
keepers as a sanitary duty that each one must 
burn ail that is burnable. The dry sweepings 
of the house and store, all the waste paper and 
other litter, and a large part of the kitchen 
refuse should be consigned systematically to 
the stove or furnace. where even much of the 
dust will burn and the rest pass among the 
ashes. Of course the wet slops cannot be thus 
treated, but some of that could be disposed of 
through the sink, and the material the com- 
bustion of which gives out a bad smell could 
not be expected to be thus summarily got rid 
of. But the great mass of stuff, perhaps two- 
thirds, that is now. thrown into the streets and 
alleys could be burned up inside with no real 
annoyance and little more trouble than it 
costs to dump it outsle. The remaining por- 
tion could be handled by the scavengers so 
easily that they might well be held to a strict 
account in clearing it away so as to give the 
minimum of danger and discomfort. We 
should then have a comparative paradise in 
the city, so far as its exterior aspect is con- 
cerned, and probably witness the result in a 
gratifying decrease of the mortality rate in 
the shape of fewer reported deaths from dis- 
eases of the breathing apparatus, with per- 
haps those from typhus and some of the semi- 
malignant class. Such an end is worth co- 
operating for. Cannot our citizens take 
enough interest in this important subject to 
take a hand and enable the broom of the new 
city administration to make a clean sweep 
through the streets and alleys, purifying the 
city physically as well as morally? 


Ir often happens that when a duty is put on 
an imported article the producer, unwilling to 
be driven from the market, will either abate 
something of his profit and sell at barely 
enough to cover the cost of production, or, if 
a manufacturer, he will be stimulated to find 
cheaper methods of production so that he may 
sell under the new duty, and yet make his old 
profit, But there are some cases where this 
cannot be done and . where the duty must be 
paid by the American consumer or the impor- 
tation be stopped. 

Such a case, where the producer cannot pay 
the duty, has just happened in Boston. One 
of the residents of that city imported 3,000 i- 
gars made of a coarse heavy East India to. 
bacco, costing’ there $5 a thousand or half a 
cent apiece. The cost of the total consign- 
ment was therefore $15, or, with freight and 
packing, $25. As there was no invoice it was 
appraised at $54. Before the goods could be 
taken out of the custom-house the following
